Jobs Are Waiting 
For 150,000 Men 


Winnipeg — “Provided everyone 
keeps their feet on the ground and 
their heads on their shoulders, there 
should be no worry about jobs for 
all after the war” said Hon. Hum- 
phrey -J. Mitchell, minister of labor, 
when he passed through Winnipeg on 
C.N.R. lines in the course of a trip to 
the west coast. 

Plenty of jobs are open for men 
who have been laid off by aircraft 
plants, he said. “We have jobs right 
now for 150,000 men. We would place 
them in packing plants, lumber 
camps, the pulp and-paper industry 
and many other lines,” 

Despite labor shortages, crops in 
the prairie provinces were harvested 
in good time, he continued, noting 
that 22,000 men were moved into 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
Seven thousand were sent from On- 
tario and 15,000 from the armed for- 
ces. He stated that more than 250,000 


women are now employed in war|’

Since the commencement. of pack- 
ing in 1940, the plants of the Cana- 
dian Red Cross have packed 12,184, 
202 food parcels for British and Al- 
lied prisoners of war in enemy hands, 
Ha'rold Leather, Chairman of the 
Society's Prisoners of War Parcels 
Corhmittee, told the Canadian Red 
Cross Central Council at a meeting 
in Toronto today. 


“From January ist, 1944, to Sep- 
tember 30th the six ats located in 
Toranto,-Hamiiton, ‘Windaor 
London and Winnipeg have packed 
4,186,916 in the nine months period” 
he said. “Since®the opening in 1940 
this work hag involved the expendi- 
ture of $28,000,000.” 


The people of Canada have given 
759,705 donations. of blood since Jan- 
uary Ist, 1944 to September 30th 
Dr. J. T. Phair, chairman of the na- 
tional Blood Donors Committee, re- 
ported. 

“A marked, falling off of donors 
due, no doubt, to the belief that ho»- 
tilities were about to terminate, was 
noticeable, but in response to an ur- 
gent appeal in the newspapers and 
on the radio there has been a modest 
improvement,” Dir.

LABOUR PRIORITIES 


The relaxation of wartime con- 
trole over raw materials and the man 
ufacture of consumer goods may 
bring about a complete revision of 
Canada’s system of labour priorities, 
A. MacNamara, Director of National 
Selective Service, stated today. 

Modification of material controls, 
which have been administered by the 
Department of Munitions and Supply 
and the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, is already under way. These 
changes may. necessitate an adjust- 
ment of the labor priority schedules 
and a reclassification of the indust- 
ties affected, «|

ter a reylew by an interdepartm«ntal 
committee, which is made up re-~ 
presentatives of the Departments of 
Labour, Munitions and oupnly and © 
Trade and) 


tee meets tegularly in Ottawa. 

Local Employment and Selective 
Service offices are advised of prior- 
ity changes in weekly revision livts, 
and the local offices then apply the 
priorities in ‘referring workers to 
jobs or issuing permits to applicants 
seeking work. 

The system has made it postible to 
| “ration” manpower according to 
priority—the most essential’ indue- 
tries being granted the highest rating. 
All industries are rated in one of four 
categories which range from “very 


‘ high” to “no priority.” 


Labour priorities are raised or low- 
ered as the importance of the need 
for workers changes in a given in- 
dustry, Mr. MacNamara explained 
that where a firm reels that it ae- 
serves a higher labour priority, it 
may apply to the Department of 
Labour, Ottawa, to have the case 're- 
viewed by the Labour Priorities Com- 
mittee, stating the total employ- 
ment currently devoted to waft con- 
tracts or to essential production.

With regard to apontaneous igni- 
tion of hay, most farmers are very 


careful in harvesting and storing the 
hay crop. but one crop of badly cured 


hay is a continual menace. In lubri+ 
‘;cants, spontaneous ignition does not 
occur, whether the lubricant is soak- 
ed in rags or not, but they burn fast 
when ignited. Grease, wax and oils 
of vegetable origin when smeared or 
soaked in rags are definitely danger- 
ous. The rags should not be allowed 
to lie about. If they are not disposed 
of by burning, they should be wash- 
ed.

Gordon seés jobs for million _ 
Donald Gordon, canny Scot chatr- 
man of the wartime prices and trade 
board told the Canadian Congr*ss of 
Labor in Quebec that there will be 
1,000,000 more jobs. in Canada after 
the war than there were before. Not 
given to over-optimism, his es#mate 
of the government's postwar econ- 
omic plans is reassuring. Mr. Gordon 
warned labor that high wages was 
not the only “important thinir’ fdr 
their financial well being. Mainte- 
nance of émployment after tho war 
and the buying valug of the dc’ =r tn 
terms of goods and services ar» just 
as important, he said. Control> will 
be maintained to prevent disastrous 


postwar inflation, he promised. 
Export Contracts Combine in 
Post-War. 

Government contracts for food ox- 
ports are likely to continue for some 
time after the war, J. G. Targart, 
chairman of the Agriculture Prices 
Support Board, asserted in addres- 
sing an agricultural meeting at Que- 
bec. Present export contracts for 
beef and bacon are sustaining the 
prices of all meats sold in Canada 
and overseag sales of cheese helping ' 
to maintain good prices for all dairy 
praducts, he said. The government 
now is also aiding the agricu!tural 
price structure by direct gubsidies on 
butter-fat and hogs. When present 
big export sales wane, or there is a 
sign of. price slump for agricultural 
products, the new board will step in 
and function fully under the Agricul- 
tural Prices Support Act, Mr. Tag- 
gart stated. The board powers are 
ample to assure .good prices, he in- 
dicated. It can buy any designated 
farm product at a designated price 
and no producer need sell below the 
figure set by the board. There will 
be little regimentation under the 
new system as there is no interfer- 
ence with any arrangements which 
producers may set up for handling, . 
processing and marketing their own 
products. Under the act prices would 
be such “as would assure an ade- 
quate and stable return.” He em- 
phasized the importance to agrvicul- 
ture of the government wide pro- 
gram for expansion of export trade 
after the war. 


MORE GOODS ANTICIPATED 


Increase in the supply of civilian 
goods “as fast as conditions allow” 
is the prime concern of the Prices 
Board, said Chairman Donald Cordon 
ina recent address to the Trades and 
Labour Congress. 

Wartime emergency controls im- 
posed to conserve raw materie] and 
labour “have no merit at all” as a: 
permanent arrangement, Mr. Gordon 


‘| said. He explained that competition 


and freedom for newcomers is a pre- 
requisite to a healthy and prosneroug 
economy. Unnecessary continuance 
of controls would retard competition 
and production and strengthen only 
the position of established firms. 

The Prices Board intends to elimin-_ - 
ate controls as soon as Possible to 
give industry time to Plan its own 
course, Mr. Gordon continued but 
warned, “we' are not out of the 
woods: yet and cannot abanion any 
controls over production and distri- 
bution which are still needed.”

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
That's a phrase you read often in 
this column. Yet few of us realize the 
importance of this department which 
was established in 1918. The average 
Canadian citizen answers the ‘ques- 
tions put to him every ten years by 
the census taker, but those answers 
and those of eleven million others are 
probably forgotten. But they are not 
forgotten by the 1,100 persons em- 
ployed in the Bureau of Statistics 
who compile a mass of pertinent 
facts on a multitude of subjects and 
make them available on demand. 

For instance, if a Canadian wrote 
to the Bureau and asked how many 
cheques had passed through 
Canadian banks in July of this year, 
quick as a flash the Bureau would 
reply that 
were cashed in Canada in July, 1944”. 
And that’s the truth. 

The vast amount of data existing 
in the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
has been used by every . department 
ang agency of the government en- 
gaged in directing the war effort, 
and there has 
demand for information from non- 
war departments and from the gen- 
eral public. Besides the statistical 
‘data, the Bureau assists war depart- 
ments by lending services of trained

Thousanis of women all over 
Canada work for the Canadian Red 
Cross and many have been doing so 
since the outbreak of war.

Red Cross, the Canadian’ Red Cross 
is now furnishing two-thirds of . all 
food parcels sent to allied prisoners, 
except those from the United States. 
‘The new program calls for the pack- 
ing of 190,000 food parcels a week in 
Canada in an attempt to send one 
parcel per man per week. This is an 
increase of 90,000. The cost of these 
parcels will be $24,700,000 in © 1944. 
That: includes 80,000 parcels a week 
for British prisoners in Europe 
(which includes (Canadians), 
for other allied prisoners in Europe 
and 30,000 which will include civil- 
ians, in the Far Bast. 

At present Canada is budgeting to 
pay $5,500,000 of the total. Though 
the International Red Cross at Gen- 
eva distributes them, the parcels are 
sent individually to prisoners. The 
purpose is to supplement the prison- 
ers’ diet from a nutritional stand- 
point. The parcels, 11 lbs. each, con- 
tain thig: 16 oz whole milk powder; 
16 oz butter; 4 oz. cheese; 16 oz jam 
or marmalade; 10 oz pork luncheon
